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ADVISORY ACTION 

The applicants' response, which included cancellation of claim 40 and 
amendment to claims 38, 39, 41 , 44, 46, 47, 49 and 55, filed 6/08/2006 under 37 CFR 
1.116 in reply to the final rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the 
application in condition for allowance and will not be entered for the following reasons. 

Claims 38-49 and 55 are pending. If entered the 112 second paragraph rejection 
of claim 40 would rendered moot due to cancellation of the said claim in the above 
response. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 39-49 and 55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Broughton et al. Antimicrobial Agents and Chemotherapy, 1348-1355, 1991 for 
reasons of record. To repeat: 

Broughton et al. teaches several 2,4-amino-pyrimidines, which include a 
compound claimed in the instant invention for treating Pneumocystis carinii infections. 
See entire document, especially see Table 8, and compound 351521. 

Instant compounds require a carboxyl group at 2 or 4 position for R-i and an 
amino at other available position for R 2 . 

While said compounds don't anticipate the scope of instant claims, they are very 
closely related, being homolog that is compounds that differ in methyl in the reference 
on vs. H in the instant on the phenyl of the quinazoline. However, homologs and 
compounds that differ only by CH3 Vs H are not deemed patentably distinct absent 
evidence of superior or unexpected properties. See In re Wood 199 USPQ 137; In re 
Lohr137 USPQ 548. 

Thus it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to expect instant compounds to possess the utility taught by the 
applied art in view of the close structural similarity outlined above. 
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This rejection is same as made in the previous office action. 

Applicants' argument to overcome this rejection was not persuasive. 

First of all, applicants have not provided any unexpected superior results and 
reliance on the selectivity based on PC/RL ratio of the reference is not proper as 
applicants have not asserted any criticality of such ration for instant genus of 
compounds or shown that the instant genus have better selectivity. 

Secondly, contrary to applicants urging one trained in the art would be motivated 
to make R 1 = H analog as it is an obvious variant as noted above in the rejection and the 
case law cited therein. Again, the parent reference compounds trimethoprim and 
trimetrexate both have similar selectivity ratio and hence one trained in the art would be 
motivated modify the said compound including substituting a CH 3 with H and expect the 
resultant compound to be effective against P. carinii. Thus contrary to applicants' 
urging citing In re Vaeck, 947 F 2d. 488, 20 USPQ2d 1438 (Fed. Cir. 1991), there is 
motivation to make the hydrogen analog and expectation that such a compound would 
be active against P. carinii. 

Hence, this rejection is proper and is maintained. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 38 was allowed.
